JEROME - A Jerome fugitive is among 
three “leads" Custer County officials are 
pursuing in their search for a missing Chai- 
ns girl. 

Robert Paul Crane. 43. is the great-uncle 
of 9-ycar-old Stephanie Crane, who disap- 
peared on Oct. II. 

“He's an investigative lead, like a lot of 
other leads, before wc can say lie is a sus- 


pect or eliminate him as one.” C'ustcr 
County Sheriff Arvin Finley said Friday. 

But Robert Crane’s whereabouts have 
been unknown since June 13. 1989. when 
he failed to contact probation officers in 
Twin Falls. Jerome County Prosecuting 
Attorney Jplin. Morgan said Friday. 

Crime had been sentenced to five years 
imprisonment in January 1988 on drunken- 
driving and driving-wi thou (-insurance 
charges, according to court documents. But 
he was released on probation in Amuisl 
1988. b 

He asked that supervision be transferred 


to California March 8. 1989. Two months 
later, he requested to' return to Idaho. He 
never did. 

He contacted probation offieers twice — 
on May -17 anil June 4. 1989 — but failed 
to meet a June 13 deadline with those offi-

1989. for his arrest on charges of violating 
his probation, I (organ said.

U.S. lacks

WASHINGTON — As a political com- 
promise to return exiled Haitian President 
Jcan-Bcrtrand Aristide to power expires to- 
day without progress. Clinton administra- 
tion officials pondering their next step have 
come upon an icy truth: 

There are no good options left.

“You don’t want to send U.S. ground 
troops to impose a settlement. Politically, 
that’s a disuster. You’d have casualties on

WASHINGTON — Panicked New Eng- 
landers, desperate to end attacks from be- 
yond the grave, once unearthed corpses and 
performed vampire-killing rituals in a war 
against the undcad. 

It’s a ccntury-old talc of Halloween hor- 
ror, now confirmed by scientists. 

Dr. Paul Slcdzik of the National Museum 
of Health and Medicine said Friday that 
bodies from 18th and 19th century graves 
in several locations in New England show 
evidence that they had been disinterred 
within a few months or yetiTs of death and 


(hen mutilated or disrupted in some way. 

Journalists’ accounts published as recent- 
ly 1893, he said, support the belief that this 
ghoulish tampering with corpses was 
prompted by the idea of “killing’’ the. un- 
dcad to stop them from sucking the life 
force from the living. 

Slcdzik participated in analyzing corpses 
from a cemetery near Griswold, Conn, and 
found oqc that clearly bore the sign of vam- 
pire killiilg. 

The corpse, found in a coffin bearing the 
initials “JB,” was found in the Walton fani- 
. ily cemetery of Griswold, a burial place 
that hud been accidentally violated by a

Slcdzik said when he examined JB. it 
was clear the remains had been disturbed 
sometime after the body .had turned to a 
skeleton.

WASHINGTON — Were the com- 
puter disks the White House handed 
out with die 1.342-pagc Clinton health 
plan infected by a vims that flashes a 
“legalize marijuana" message? 

That rumor swept Washington Fri- 
day nficr a business news service re- 
ported that such a vims turned up on 
the computer disks it got from the 
White House. 

However, that appears to be the- 
only reported sickness among the 
1,000 sets of two. 3^ -inch computer 
■disks that the White House ordered 
from a Virginia firm in the wee hours 
of Wednesday morning, shortly before 
Clinton took a copy of his bill to Capi- 
tol Hill. 

Joliannah Brdokwcll, president of 
Controlled Copy Support Systems Inc. 
in Fairfax, Vn., insisted the disks were 
clcan-whcn they left her shop. 

Jeff Eller, the White House director 
of media affairs, said the Bloomberg 
News Service is. the only organization 
that has found anything wrong with 'its 
disks. 

".Nobody else has got it. I think the 
disks that left here were healthy,” said 
Eller. But he added that .he could not 
say with 100 percent certainty that all 
the disks were. virus- free since they 
were not all checked beforehand. . 


Riot victims aid fire-stricken

LOS ANGELES — Just 18 months ago. 
arsonists burned blocks of inner-city busi- 
nesses during three dny.s of riots. 

This week, victims of that siege were 
umong the first to ofter help to people in 
affluent, hillside neighborhoods devastated 
by brush fires. 

"This might help somebody." Gregory 
Cook said as he and his wife placed four 
"■ bags of clothing into a truck outside the 
First African Methodist Episcopal Church 
in riot-scarred South Central Los Angeles. 

The 46-yenr-old machinist had used his 
lunch hour to bring the packages to the 
church, a community hub in the mostly 
' black and Hispanic neighborhood. 

“We’vc'been down and out ourselves 
and hod a chance to get on our feet," lie 
said. “Now it’s our turn to help. God, he 
doesn’t see any color." 

South Central, one of the city’s poorest 
neighborhoods, was hard-hit by three days 
of riots and arson fires that erupted April 
29, 1992,- after four white police officers 
were acquitted of most charges of beating 
block m'otorist Rodney King. 

This rweek, authorities blamed arson for 
six of-thc 13 wildfires that burned from 
Ventura County, north of Los Angeles, to 
the U.s.-Mexico border. ■ - 
At the Brotherhood Crusade, a charitable 
organization in South Central, three truck- 
loads of clothes and fast-food gift certifi- 
cates were ready to be distributed to die lat- 
est fire victims, many of them. residents of 
the largely white, affluent suburbs.

"If it hadn’t been for the Fire Department 
and neighbors helping out by spraying 
down houses it wouldn’t have been 
spared," he said. ' 1 

At First A ME. donations were trickling 
in Friday morning, hut the Rev. Cecil Mur- 
ray said the pace would pick up once word 
got around. 

State Sen. Diane Watson of Los Angeles 
had suggested that the church become a 
collection site for the American Red Cross. 

"Fires arc an equalizer," Watson said. "It 
doesn’t matter how valuable your home is. 
We're all equalized in our suffering.'’ 

Murray agreed. \ 

“Do you. sec these ashes?" he said, point- 
ing to a layer .of grime from 1 the .wildfires 
that had settled on his car. "That’s how 
well we’re linked together." 

Recalling the flames that engulfed parts 
of South Central 18 months ago, he added: 
"The ashes from the riots reached Beverly 
Hills.”'

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon 
has acknowledged for the first time 
that airborne- chemical agents were 
detected in the vicinity of U.S, 
troops during the Persian Gulf War, 
three House Democrats said Friday. 

The Dallas Morning News also 
learned that the Army distributed a 
medical questionnaire shortly after 
the war that asked soldiers whether' 
thcy belicycd. that. thcyjhad been ex- 
posed to "chemical warfare or germ 
warfare."''

County said Friday that the search 
for Stephanie Crane has been "frus- 
trating.”

Donald Ricglc, 
D-Mich., who has suggested that 
Imany U.S. troops were exposed to 
chemical or biological agents during 
the Gulf War. asked Veterans Af- 
fairs Secretory Jesse Brown to turn 


over all medical files relevant to his 
ongoing inquiry. 

The request referred to “those ex- 
posed directly as a result of Iraqi at- 
tacks and indirectly us a result of ex- 
posure to the fallout . from bombings 
of Iraqi chemical and biological fa- 
cilities.” 

These developments came a day 
after U.S. Sen, Richard Shelby, D- 
Ala., announced on the Senate floor 
that a Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs doctor had diugnosed a Navy 
veteran as suffering from the effects 
of chemical or biological exposure.

.Island Accord, he called for a total' 
air and sea blockade. 

Clinton has strongly endorsed 
economic sanctions but it is not

latest appeal. 

Some U.S. officials worry that an 
extended blockade, in addition to- 
weakening the military, could pro- 
voke a spasm of chaos and violence 
of the sort that has jacked Haiti in 
the past. 

“We could be dragged into inter- 
vention by the success of our own 
sanctions if the military doesn’t say 
"uncle’ when it sholild," said one 
U.S. diplomat familiar with Haiti. 

Prescriptions’ for Aristide’s return 
have always counted on at least pas- 
sive cooperation from Cedras and 
the high command.

“In life, JB'couId have been a 
frightening figure," said Slcdzik. 
Memory of this scary appearance 
could have prompted some to dig 
him up and to make-sure he was 
dead by removing the skull. 

Slcdzik said his research shows 
such beliefs were common in New 
England as late as 1892, particularly 
among families riddled with tuber- 
culosis, then called “consumption:” 
“Published vampire accounts 
places the folklore within .the same 
time frame and location as JB," said 
Slcdzik. He said other researchers 
have also reported finding bodies 
from the era that were mutilated. 

“When someone died of consump- 
tion, it was believed they could 
come back from the dcud and drain 
the life of their living relative," said 
Slcdzik. “In order to stop this, fumi- 


ly members would go into the grave 
and somehow attempt to kill the per- 
son again. If there was still flesh, 
they would remove it and bum it. Or 
they would remove the head. In the 
American tradition, just causing 
some disruption to the body was the 
way to kill a vampire." >' 

The 'crude stake- through -the- Heart 
approach, he said, was an archaic 
European tradition not practiced by 
the Americans. 

Decomposition effects on the bod- 
ies of consumptives, when viewed 
with imagination, supported the 
folklore beliefs in vampires, said 
Slcdzik.

Temperatures in the Texas Pnnhnndlc ticked down by 
the minute Friday as snow flurries coated the region, with 
snow showing up in parts of Kansas and Minnesota as 
well. 

The National Weather Service urged Texas residents to 
protect their pejs, plants end pipes from the cold. 

During a 30-minute period in Lubbock, the mercury 
dropped seven [notches to 35 degrees as gusty north winds 
ushered in the Season's first deep cold snap. 

Elsewhere, jvinicr advisories were posted for the New 
Mexico mountains and parts of mountainous Colorado. Be- 
tween 6 and 10 inches of snow fell early Friday in Rye, 
Beulah and Cuchorn in Colorado. 

Snow advisories were posted for northern Wisconsin, 
northeast Minnesota, and southeast Missouri. Southwest 
Kansas had its first snow of the season overnight, with 4 
inches falling near the Colorado line. 


Up to 2 inches of snow fell in Minnesota. , 

Freezing temperatures were expected in Oklahoma, 
northern and central Texas, northwest Arkansas, the north- 
ern three quarters of Missouri and most of Indiana. 

Hot, dry Santa Ana winds were expected to return to 
fire-ravaged Southern Californio today, the weather service 
said. Gusty winds were also expected across Arizona, fore- 
casters said. 

During Friday, rain and thunderstorms extended over 
western Georgia, the Florida Panhandle, Alabama, the Mis- 
sissippi Volley and much of Texas.

LAGUNA BEACH, Calif. (AP) 
— Tlic prize was a large, singed cat. 
It managed a purr when scratched. 
Teen-agers scouring burnt-out 
homes found the pet in a paint-blis- 
tered van that survived devastating 
fires. 

The teens were among hundreds 
of volunteers who worked to save 
and shelter the animal victims of 
Southern California wildfires. 

"We moved llamas. We moved 
pigs. We moved cattle, horses, don- 
keys. Wc moved two elephants and 
lions and. tigers; large cats,’’ said 
Kathy Jcnks, Ventura County, direc- 
tor of animal regulations. “Wc have 
here a pet tarantula that n lady evac- 
uated. It's in a little terrarium.” 

Mnny animals were abandoned, or 
ran in terror from the flames. There 
were 93 unclaimed horses Thursday 
at the Ventura County fairgrounds. 

But often, homeowners made their 
cuts and dogs a priority when fleeing 
burning homes. 

“Many pet owners arc in shock," 
said Sharon Kuhn, officer manager 
at Crown Valley Animal Hospital in 
Laguna Niguel. "They get the ani- 
mal situated here and then they fall 
apart.” 

In Laguna Niguel, the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel allowed pets to stay 
with their owners nnd even began 
offering cat and dog food through 
room service.

•fires, including at least 40 at the 
1 Eaton Park Canyon Park nature cen- 
ter near Altadcnn.

Formed in June to bring racial 
diversity to the Forest Service and 
opportunity to the inner city, the 
crew of about 20 has fought fires all 
ever Southern California, said Mark 
Glos, an Angeles National Forest 
supervisor. 

When fire inched down the slopes 
Thursday over the route of the Rose 
Festival Parade in Pasadena, the 
Panthers were dispatched to stop it 
before it reached the homes below. 

In the Forest Service's fireproof 
yellow shirts, green pants, hardhats 
and high leather boots, the Panthers 
lined up to get their tools. 

. Two flashed gang hand symbols 
and banged their fists against the 
other’:}. Others raised thcir. fist in 
acknowledgment of the call for unity 
before the crew filed up the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon to fight the fire. 

"All right. South Central No. 1, 
baby,” yelled Jeffrey Williams, 26, a 
former member of the Black 
Pcestonc Bloods. 

Williams was aricsicd for looting 
on thc'first day of the riots that 
erupted in South Central after four 
white policemen were acquitted on 
most state charges in the beating of 
black motorist Rodney King. 

He spent 30 days in jail, though he 
denies stealing anything. Resolved 
to change his life in some way, he 

joined the Panthers. 

"Now a lot of young brothers ask 
me how they can do it, too,” 
Williams said. 

Helicopters roared overhead, 
sounding sirons<before moving -in- 
close to drop firc'-rctardant foam on 
the flames as the Panthers dug their 
line through scrub oak, mountain 
mahogany, yucca, and buckwheat. 

"Wc’rc more into each one help- 
ing one another instead of gang vio- 
lence,” said Andre Rainey. 31, a for- 
mer member of the PJ Watts Crips. 

"If I’d known about this when I 
was 18 or 19, I’d have' eight or 
years in by now," said Wall 
Bedford, 27, who represents the 
Crips. "I get to-do things like hiking 
and camping that I’ve never done 
before." 

Some firefighters were skeptical 
at first, said Glos, the supervisor. 

"But by the time we’re done 
working, they say we’re a hell of a 
crew," he said.

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Gun-control bill takes a step forward 

WASHINGTON — The Brady bill. Ihe long-delayed attempt to 
use a five-day waiting period to stop felons and the mentally ill from 
buying handguns, took a step toward early congressional approval 
on Friday. 

The House Judiciary subcommittee on crime endorsed the mea- 
sure. 10-3, and its chairman. Rep. Charles E. Schumer, D-N.Y.. 
said: “The Brady bill is a hard, solid, shining part of our fight 
against crime." 

"The long wait for the waiting period is coming to a close." 
Schumer said. 

Brady bill supporters said public anger over a rising tide of gun- 
related violence ensures the votes needed to speed the bill to 
President Clinton's desk this year, perhaps as early as Thanksgiyjng. 

Ag Department to issue new meat rules 

WASHINGTON — The Agriculture Department will issue new 
regulations requiring safe handling labels for raw meat and poultry 
rather than appeal a court ruling striking down the old set. 

Agriculture Secretary Mike Espy said Friday that pursuing a 
lengthy court battle would thwart the goal of providing safety infor- 
mation to consumers quickly. 

The new regulations will be published next week and consumers 
could see the mandatory labels by February or March, according to 
a department official, who spoke on condition'of anonymity. 

The scope of the new regulation could not immediately be 
learned. A federal judge had ruled the earlier requirements were 
applied too quickly and too broadly. 

All uncooked ground or chopped meat sold at supermarkets and 
other outlets was to have the labels starting Oct. 15. But the day 
before. U.S. District Judge James Nowlin in Austin, Texas, blocked 
the requirement.

During three and a half 
years at the agency, he created an intelligence division, instituted an 
integrity assurance program and implemented "the Kingpin 
Strategy," which targeted major international drug trafficking orga- 
nizations for destruction.

The U.I'J. health agency said that since 1989, 225 new cases ofthc 
disease had been identified among children in the former Soviet 
republic'o’f Belarus — the region worst affected by the 1986 reactor 
explosion in Chernobyl, Ukraine. 

A statement from the organization said two or three cases could be 
expected under normal circumstances.

LISBON, Portugal — More than a dozen airline Employees 
were arrested and several policemen \yerc injured in an hour-long 
melee Friday between riot police and protesting workers at 
Lisbon's airport.

The workers and riot police clashed when the officers formed a 
line to prevent the protesters from entering the terminal. 

Russian navy will dump waste at sea 

VLADIVOSTOK, Russia — The Russian navy will continue 
dumping radioactive waslc at sea until Moscow permanently bans 
the practice, a Russian admiral said Friday. 

Japan protested this month after a Russian military ship dumped 
900 tons of nuclear waste into the Sea of Japan. Russian officials 
canceled a second scheduled dumping and. said they would halt 
the practice permanently if they- could gel foreign aid to build dis- 
posal facilities. 

• But Adm. Igor Kasatonov, deputy commander of the Russian 
navy, said Friday the dumping did not pose any danger because it 
was at a site 60 miles off Russian shores and 200 miles from the 
Japanese coast at‘a depth of 9,900 to 1 1,550 feet. 

Israel presents Gaza Strip plans soon 

JERUSALEM — Israel will present plans nexl week for a grad- 
. ual pullout from the occupied Gaza Strip and the release of thou- 
sands of Palestinian prisoners, newspaper and artny radio reports 
said Friday. 

In other developments, an Israeli was reporlcd stabbed and kid- 
napped by masked Palestinians on the occupied West Bank, and a 
Cabinet minister said some Jewish settlements might be disman- 
tlcd. . 

The newspaper Haaretz, quoting Palestinian and Israeli negotia- 
tors, said Israel’s plan for a phased military withdrawal from 
Gaza would be introduced Monday when talks on giving 
Palestinians autonomy resume in Egypt,^ 

The first stage would be a pullout from refugee camps, where 
Palestinian police would take over, the paper said. No details on 
other stages were given. ^ •

a cautious return lo public life one week after suffering an appar- 
ent nervous breakdown.

Emperor 
Akihito, at two palace receptions aqd attended a performance of 
classical court music on Friday. 

" The frail, gray-haired empress, who made her first appearance 
in public Thursday at a calligraphy ! exhibition, seemed to be in 
good spirits but looked tired. 

Palace doctors have said they can find no physical cause for Michiko's 
condition, and suggest it may have been brought on by mental distress.

" Twoiockct grenades exploded into 
ho.mcs in southern Mogadish.u 
Friday and a shootout erupted over a 
hijacked vehicle as clan fighting 
resumed following a iwo-day lull. 

At least two people were killed in 
the shootout in the Somali capital, 
Somali witnesses said. 

The fighting came as American 
troops unloaded heavy armor at 
Mogadishu port, the most dangerous 
place in the volatile capital. 

Warlord Mohamed Farrah Aidid 
has warned (hat he considers the 
arrival 'of the armor — including 34 
Bradley fighting vehicles, 19 
Abrams Ml tanks and eight 155mm 
t self-propelled howitzers — to be a 
provocation. 

There were no immediate reports 
of casualties from the grenade 
attack, which reporters watched 
from Jess than a mile away, as black 
smoke billowed from the hits. 

Later in the day, huge explosions 
rocked Mogadishu as American 
troops detonated ammunition, 
including about 80 warheads from 
ground-to-air missiles, at aji old 
Somali army base southwest of the

Commanders see boredom as threat to troops

MOGADISHU. Somalia 
Three weeks after the Clinton 
administration abandoned its mili- 
tary confrontation with Somali fac- 
tion leader Mohamed Farrah Aidid, 
U.S. commanders are beginning to 
worry that boredom, not bullets, 
could become the biggest threat to 
American soldiers here. 

Indeed, the continuing buildup of 
U.S. forces in Somalia is starting to 
look tike a massive training exer- 
cise. With American troops largely 
confined to their compounds, com- 
manders arc striving to keep combat 
skills sharp, mapping gunnery 
ranges and securing permission 
from Somali clans to practice tank 
maneuvers on their land. 

Infantrymen honing squad-level 
tactics at their camp in an aban- 
doned university compound mimic 
shooting noises only a few weeks 
after many of them experienced the 
real thing. 

•‘There is a boredom issue, no 
question about it," said L(. Col. Bill 
David, commander of the 2nd 
Battalion, 14th Infantry Regiment 
of the 10th Mountain Division from 
Fort Drum, N.Y. "You can only 
read so many books. and you can 
only watch so many videos.” 

Snipers still take potshots at U.S. 
and U.N. military convoys around 
town, and senior U.S. officers insist 
they will not hesitate to use force to 
protect their troops or those serving 
under command of the United 
Nations. But U.S. military comman- 
ders appear anxious to avoid any 
misstep that couldspoil the Clinton 
administration's diplomatic initia- 
tive here and spark renewed attacks 
by Aidid’s gunmen. 

So cautious is their approach that 
they have postponed plans for an 
amphibious landing this weekend 
by U.S. Marine^ stationed offshore, 
according to U.S. officers w|*o 
spoke on condition of anonymity.

The officers said the landing — 
intended as a two-day training exer- 
cise — was deferred out of concern 
it might complicate the work of 
U.S. envoy Robert B. Oakley, who 
is r cxpcctcd to arrive’ here’ soon to 
try' to start political talks among 
rival clans. 

-For much the same reason, tanks 
and Bradley Fighting Vehicles to be 
unloaded today from a U.S. cargo 
ship in Mogadishu’s port will take a 
bypass road to an American base 
northwest of the city instead of a 
shorter route through the center of 
town. u " 

“The current plans arc to bring 
them around tqwn," said Col. 
Steven Rausch, a U.S. military 
spokesman. "The intent is to show 
that the armor is here, but not nec- 
essarily drive it through the city." 

The desire of U.S. commanders 
to maintain a low military profile 
means they will have a difficult 
time living up to President 
Clinton's pledge to open “lines of 
communication" for U.N. peace- 
keepers and humanitarian-aid work- 
ers in Somalia. 

Senior U.S. officers say they have 


no intention of resuming patrols or 
checkpoints on Mogadishu- streets, 
despite the reappearance of street 
barricades and militia weapons in 
recent days anjJ the killing 
Wednesday of a civilian U.N. con- 
tract workcr'ncar the entrance to-the 
city's heavily fortified port. t > 

Moreover, U.S. commanders 
have retreated from tentative plans 
to. provide combat escorts lo U.N. 
supply convoys in Somalia, assert- 
ing that multinational peacekeeping 
troops can do the job. They arc, 
however, equipping long-range 
convoys with portable satellite tele- 
phones so their escorts can quickly 
summon help from helicopter-borne 
U.S. troops if needed, according to 
Brig. Gen. Greg L. Gilc, who com- 
mands Army forces in Somalia. 

“The focus right now of the U.S. 
force is on force protection and 
maintaining security of our forces 
and our convoys." Gilc said in an 
interview Thursday. 

But Gilc noted that the U.S. com- 
bat element will retain its role as a 
“qOick-rcaction force" that can 
respond to requests for help from 
U.N. peacekeepers. He also predict- 
ed that once all U.S. forces have 
arrived, multinational troops will bo 
emboldened to leave their bunkers 
and resume patrols on city streets. 

"I would expect a more .visible 
, U.N. presence," Gilc said. ■ 

The U.S. ground element is slated 
to grow to 3.000 Army infantry sol- 
diers. backed up by 3.600 Marines 
offshore and equipped with 30 Ml- 
A1 tanks. 48 Bradley Fighting 
Vehicles and six self-propelled 
howitzers. The buildup will be 
complete in about two weeks. Gilc 
said. 


For soldiers who came here 
expecting to fight, the relative calm 
of the past few weeks has been sur- 
prising. 

"When we came off the plane, we 
were ready to go," said Army Capt. 
Mark Jones of Augusta, Ga., who 
commands a Bradley company 
here. "We had all our combat stuff 
on. Then wc got off the plane and 
everyone's in T-shirts and shorts. 
Wc were like, 'What's going on?' " 

U.S. forces are concentrated in 
five locations around the city; the 
port, the airport, the university and 
two logistics bases on the north- 
western fringe of the city. 

The largest contingent is at the 
university compound, where sol- 
diers live In derelict, semicircular 
classroom buildings on a hillside 
with a view of (he Indian Ocean. 
Soldiers have made themselves at 
home, setting up weight facilities 
and television lounges with VCRs. 

Such diversions can only go so 
far, however, and with movement • 
around the city restricted to "mis- 
sion-essential tasks," commanders 
have to work to keep troops focused 
and alert. 

The answer, for most of them, is 
training. So far. U.S. forces here 
have set up 10 major (raining' sites 
around Mogadishu, including mor- 
tar, small arms, air assault and 
TOW missile ranges and areas for 
tank and Bradley maneuvers.. 

"If we're not fighting u real 
enemy, the guys like to train," said 
Lt. Curtis Crul, a platooh leader in 
Alpha Company in the 2nd 
Battalion here. "It keeps that com- 
petition, that drive — and it gets us 
out of the compound."

Russian diplomats promised the 
Neighborhood Association of Parla 
this week that if the body of the 
father !of the 1917 Bolshevik 
Revolution leaves Russia, Parla

tion spokesman Florencio Aguado

Aguado told Spanish National Radio 
the idea came up when Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin announced that 
Lenin’s mausoleum on Red Square 
would be closed ^ant^ his corpse 
remoVcd.

RFK Jr. apologizes for Auburn remarks 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — A 
group of conservative Lutherans 
has condemned the first draft of a 
church statement endorsing mas-

“It’s^un unprecedented effort to 
unsin sin," Sundberg said. “You 
can’t do that and maintain 
integrity. What the homosexual 
community wants is the unsin- 
ning of homosexual activity — 
gay blessing and all of that.” 

The conservative pastors said 
another problem with the pro- 
posed statement is its accep- 
tance of couples living together 
without marriage if. they have a 
lifetime commitment to each 
other.

And that, said the advice colum- 
nist, reflects a changing society. 

Ten or 20 years ago, "I would not- 
havc gotten this kind of response,’’ 
she said. “People are bccomin'g 
more cnligtyened, and also they’re 
becoming-more honest. And I think 
that AIDS has got a lot to do With 
this, too.” 

The 75-year-old Miss Landers 
made the recommendation in her 
nationally syndicated nc'wspaper 
column Sunday. 

“In this day and age of unwanted 
pregnancies and children being 
born with no fathers and young 
. people getting in all kinds of trou- 
ble, I felt this was a good solution,” 
she said in an interview Thursday. 
“This is a cheap, easy, safe way to 
do it." 

Judith Sejfcr, president-elect 
of the American Association of 
Sex Educators, Counselors and 
Therapists, said Friday that Miss 
Landers has "done a great ser- 
vice to the young adults of this 
country and certainly, to their 
parents who won’t talk about 


(masturbation) with them." 

Miss Landers said she’s already 
received about 220 letters and calls, 
with about 75 percent to 80 percent 
being favorable. 

She said the readers arc saying 
things like “‘Hooray for you,’ 
‘Good for you,’ ‘Wonderful that 
•sLyuu printed iti’*‘Irwas onc"of the” 
me! st courageous columns you've 
written.’ 

“1 expected to hear from many 
clergymen and the far right com- 
plaining bitterly about my advice 
and that I was surely going straight 
to hell,” she said. "But to my sur- 
prise, I received (only) a few, a 
handful, of negative letters." 

Her advice came in response to a 
California doctor's comments that 
even condoms don’t always protect 
people from diseases such as AIDS 
and that abstinence and monogamy ' 
arc the only safe practices. 

Miss Landers then told her rend- 
ers about “a far more realistic solu- 
tion than abstinence." 

"1 am recommending self-gratifi- 
cation or mutual masturbation, 
whatever it lakes to release the sex- 
ual energy," she wrote. “This is a 
sane and safe alternative to inter- 
course, not only for teen-agers, but 
also for older men and women who 
have lost their partners.”

TWIN FALIj-S 7 Complicated negotia- 
tions are under way that could result in 
-the- Mngie -Valley Regional Medical 
Center owning real estate that is now 
held by the owner of property next door 
to the hospital. 

In a telephone interview with The 
Ti in c.s - News Friday; night. Helen 
Kolouclt .of Sail Lake City was asked if 
she is the owner of SK90.000 in property 
that the hospital agreed to buy last Au- 
gust. 

She responded that the transaction was 
not finalized and that it is up to the hos- 
pital to take the next step. She did not 
say what that next step would be. nor 
would she say what property was in- 
volved. 

Koulouch owns offices and land cast 
of the hospital. 

The newspaper contacted Kolouclt af- 
ter receiving a letter earlier in the week 
that said she was the owner of the prop- 
erly that would be transferred or.donatcd 
to the eounty-ownCdihospital. 

A deal is in the works involving a pri- 
vate property owner, the hospital and the 
hospital's charitable foundation, founda- 
tion Director Larry Baxter said Friday. 
11c wouldn't disclose the identity of the 
property owner, however. 

The owner would give the property to 
the foundation in the form of a charita- 
ble remainder annuity trust, he said. 

Under the tenns of the trust, which has 
not yet been finalized, the foundation 
would sell the property - perhaps to the 
' hospital - and make payments to the 
doTtor over n period of several years. 
Baxter said. 

After the term of the annuity expires, 
the remainder of the trust funds would 
belong to the foundation, he said. 

“We contacted the (hospital) board 
and asked them if they \}£uld be inter- 


ested in the property if.it was on the 
market." Baxter said. - 

The board agreed to bqy the property 
in August, board minutes indicate. [ 

“We would like it to happen as soon as 
-possible." Baxter said. 

Baxter said the net amount of the'do- 
nation to the foundation has not yet been 
decided. 

But “it could be the largest gift the 
foundation has received to dale," Baxter 
said.' 

Annuity trusts are popular for people 
who have property that has appreciated 
in value over a period of time. 

When owners sell property, they often 
must pay high taxes. Baxter said. 

But if they give property to a charity 
in an annuity trust, they can realize sub- 
stantial tax write-offs. Baxter said. 

The hospital is considering building a 
S7 million hospital addition that would 
include 50.000 square feet of space for 
doctors' offices. Ken Dcibcrt. hospitn* 
administrative vice president, has said. 

The hospital purchased Doctor’s Fa ' 
on Shoup Avenue three years ago fin 
S2.25 million. Doctors from Magic Val- 
ley Family Physicians, which occupies 
.6.000 square feet at Doctors Park, have 
indicated they wish to move to the new 
office building adjoining the hospital if 
it is built, Dcibcrt said. ““ • 

An additional 5.500 square feet of 
Doctors Park office spucc. including 
3,000 square feet for an out-patient 
surgery center, will be vacutcd once 
Magic Valley Ear Nose and Throat As- 
sociation moves to a now clinic on 
Washington Strict North ’in the spring, 
he said.*- 

Hospital Administrator John Bingham 
said the hospital board will discuss the 
proposed S7 million office building at its 
7 p.m. meeting Monday in a room ad- 
joining the basement cafeteria, but the.

TWIN FALLS - Marilyn Hemplemun 
was a crime. victim three times in 1988. 

• Three youths mugged her in down- 
town.Twin Falls at high noon. Her home 
was burglarized. And her daughter Heidi 
was killed by a drunken driver. 

In none of those three cases, Hemplc- 
man feels, did the justice system ade- 
quately recognize her rights as a crime 
victim. 

That’s why she joined several other 
people Friday to support Attorney Gen- 
eral Larry EclioHawk's proposal for a 
“victims’ rights" amendment to the Ida- 
ho Constitution. 

“So often you’re victimized twice. 

judicial system," said Hempleman, wife 
of Twin Falls County Commissioner 
Mar,vin Hemplemun. “The defendants 
huve all the rights in the courtroom and 
the victims have none. They don't even 
have a right to testify about what the 
crime did to them.” 

EclioHawk’s proposed amendment 
would change that. It would guarantee 
crime. victims tht? right to testify at bail 


hearings, scntencings and other key 
court proceedings. 

It also would give victims the right to 
receive advance notice of court dates, 
parole hearings and prison -release dates, 
permit them to be present at all proceed- 
ings the defendant is allowed to attend, 
and read pre-sentencing reports on con- 
victcd criminals' backgrounds. 

The amendment would lift part of the 
veil of secrecy that now envelops juve- 
nile-crime cases. If a juvqnile crime 
would have been a felony if committed 
by nn adult, victims would be able to 
leant the accused person’s name, attend 
evidentiary hearings and testify at dispo- 
sition hearing:). 

“It. was felt there ought to be some 
_pnrity between the rights of the accused 
arid the rights of crime victims." 
EchoHawk said Friday afternoon. 

State law gives crime victims some 
rights -during criminal proceedings, but 
locpl prosecutors and judges don't carry 
out that law consistently, said Gail John- 
son of Boise, state victims’ rights advo- 
cate for Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing.

Colorado con man denies identity; his fate remains uncertain

TWIN FALLS - The future of u man 
suspected of defrauding people in three 
states remains in limbo. 

' James L. Palmer, 48, will remain in jail 
unless he can make his S280.000 bail or if 
the governors of Idaho and Colorado de- 
cide to move him. 

But in a hearing Friday, Magistrate Judge 
R. Michael Redman and the attorneys in- 


volved couldn't decide what additional pro- 
cedures need to be taken witlvPnlmcr. 

. The judge said Palmer’s case is especial- 
ly unusual. 

Palmer was arrested two weeks ago when 
he was pulled over on a traffic violation. 
He was arrested for attempting to deceive 
an officer because he said his name was 
’Alohnny Palmer." Twin Falls police had 
been trailing Palmer after they had reports 
that he had defrauded at least three local 
business people. 


Palmer’s (fingerprints were sent to the 
FBI and found to match those of a James 
Leonard Palmer, who had been convicted 
of fraud in Colorado and escaped before he 
was sent to prison for 16 years. 

Redman handled Palmer’s original ar- 
raignment and despite the minor charge of 
deceiving an officer the judge set Palmer's 
bond at S30.000. 

A week later. Magistrate Judge Charles 
Brumbnch heard arguments of Palmer’s 
conviction in Colorado, which meant he 


could have no bond. But Brumbach added 
another S2S0.0QQ to Palmer’s bond. 

But in that hearing. Palmer claimed he 
wasn’t the mun wanted and convicted in . 
Colorado, adding a new legal twist to the 
case. 

At Friday’s hearing, Redman decided 
that i'dcntity wasn’t the main issue.

Mayoral candidate changes tack, 
promises no more mudslinging

RUPERT - With four days until 
the election, mayoral candidate Joel 
Rogers finds his campaign tactics 
backfiring. 

Rogers said he has changed his 
tactics after criticizing the business

“(Rupert) is small enough where 
people know people’s backgrounds 
well enough,” Loosli said* Friday. - “I~ 
fell badly about what was going on, 
and I just decided I should express 
my opinion."

The attorney general’s office has 
already told her that other counties, 
such as Jerome and Gooding, have 
bankrolled deputy prosecutors who 
live outside the county limits. 

But in at least one instance, a 
deputy prosecuting attorney has 
been disqualified from a ease for not 
living in the same county where the 
crime occurred. 

Newman said she hopes the attor- 
ney general’s opinion can come 
soon, not only for Paul's sake. 

"I'm swamped. I need a deputy 
desperately," Newman said.

MOAB. Utah (AP) — This

Today, it teems with mountain bik- 
ers and other well-off urban refugees. 

Die flood of money and people with 
bigger ideas has had a dizzying effect 
on the county of 6.600 people. 
Democracy has gone haywire. A recall 
election Tuesday for six of seven 
Grand County Council members will 
be the voters’ fourth visit to the polling 
booth in a year just to form a govern- 
ment. 

The recent trouble began a year ago, 
when voters scrapped -the old system of 
three commissioners in favor of a more 
representative council of seven. Filling 
the seals required a primary and then a 
general election in February. 

That should have been the end of it 
for.T'wo years, when council terms 
'.would expire. But those unhappy with 
changes — like enforcing the rule that 
front yurds arc no place for old cars 
and appliances — discovered a new 
recall provision that came with the new 
government. All they needed for a-, 
recall was signatures equal to 15 per- 
cent of the vote in the previous guber- 
natorial election - — about 100 signa- 
tures per council member. 

The petitions quickly filled up. What 
happens if the recalls succeed, no one 
knows. 

"This recall is sour grapes,” said 
Normnn Shrewsbury, leader of the 
campaign that changed county govern- 
ment. • 

The roots of those sour grapes run 
dccp.in this southeastern Utah vacation 
spot surrounded by mesas and majestic 
canyons. In many ways, Moab drama- 
tizes changes taking place all over the 
West.

The only problem is, people don’t care 
what the pontiff thinks of proponionnlism. 

' that dangerous belief that says for every 
holy luw, there are exceptions to the rule. 
-What Catholics are talking about in 
regard to this encyclical is John Paul IPs 
assertion that using artificial liienns of 
birth control is a mortal sin thaV could 
send you to hell. - Everywhere 1 went the 
day the encyclical was issued, Catholics 
were talking about birth control and 
1 mortal sin - and they were angry.

By the way, this is not the first time the 
church has declared that the use of 
artificial birth control is n mortal sip. That 
admonition goes back 25 years, and since 
that time, the number.'of sinning Catholics 
has risen to epidemic proportions. 

Does the pope now think (hut the 
thousands of sinners in his church will 
stop their evil doings and have more — 
children? 

Probably not. He’s a student of human 
nature and a fellow with a lot of moxie. 

But he wants InVpeoplc to know they are 
endangering their souls when they are not 
open to life during lovcmaking. 

There arc many other warnings in this 
encyclical, but the one people seem to 
focus on is that birth-control thing. 
However the real message of this 
document is that propprtionalism is dead - 
and make no mistake - the pope believes 
the moral |Code of the Catholic Church is 
'absolute and that there arc no exceptions 
to the rules. 

Of course, the pope has a right to say . 
these. things, even an obligation. If he 
believes his vast flock is in danger of 
damnation, he must do what he can to 
save them! You may not like what he says, 
but he has a responsibility to tell you what 

- he regards as truth. ' 

• Theologians are saying this will clear 
up confusion in the church but that it will 
not hinder dialogue about moral issues. 

It’s true, of'coursc, that the Catholic 
Church has been troubled since the 
Second Vatican Council with theologians 
who dissent from the church’s moral code. 

This pope has dealt with a number of 
them, including Charles Curran, who was 
removed from his teaching post at a 
Catholic university for his views on sexual 
matters. He probably won’t be the lost. 

Because this encyclical is addressed to 
. bishops, who arc ultimately responsible 
A for what is being taught at Catholic 
■ ~rcol lcgcs _ and _ scmlnortesrth'cy‘'wiirb'6 
/ paying close attention to the content of 
classes on morality. And when dissension 
is spotted, the bishops will be obligated to 
act swiftly and thoroughly. 

So, you see, the renl onus falls on the 
-heads of theologians, who must now bring 
their teaching into line with this 
encyclical. Because of that, this document 
may be the most important of John Paul 
II *s papacy, and it will drive the church's 
teaching until another pope comes along 
and cither rescinds or chungcs it. 

It will also be the most controversial 
document to come out of this papacy 
because of the church’s teaching on birth 
control. Environmentalists and family 
planning advocates are already voicing 
criticism and pointing to the 
overpopulation of the” southern half of the, 
globe. Those ore largely Catholic' 
countries, and poverty runs rampant 
through the masses. 

Environmentalists arc concerned 
because overpopulation strains the 
resources of the Earth. Water is depleted 
and polluted. Forestry is devastated as 
people cut down trees for both shelter and 
heat. Forests in parts of Africo and India 
have virtually disappeared os the masses 
do what they have to do-to-stoy-olivc. 

- As the population mounts, soil 
resources arc overtaxed and become 

. unable to produce basic foodstuffs. In 
South America, a predominantly Catholic 
continent, basic human needs for 
resources outstrip economic and 
technological development. In other 
' words, thdsc desperate people rape the 
resources for basic sustenance. 

Brazil, which is probably at leost 90 
percent Catholic, has the potential of 
being one of the greatest nations on Earth 
because of its natural resources. Instead, 
Brazil has the largest number /of 
abandoned street urchins in the world. - 
And they were abandoned because their 
parents simply had too many mouths to 
feed. 

Don’t ever think that religion docs not 
make 1m impact on the world. In this case, 
the impact will be felt for a long time, 
perhaps forever.

Four centuries before the Holocaust, a 
major Protestant church reformer 
savagely attacked “this damned, rejected 
race of Jews” and urged his followers to 
burn their synagogues, demolish -their 
homes and force them to do manual labor. 

Martin Luther, the religious pioneer 
who helped to launch tho entire Protestant 
movement, published two long anti- 
Jcwish attacks in 1543, one of which was 
so obscene that it offended even some of 
his staunchest supporters. 

This tragic secret is about to be publicly

TWIN FALLS - Joe Boway is on a 
..mission for the Lord. His •journ ey, s o far, 
has not been an easy one. 

Boway was born 29 j/cars ago in the 
village of Suajn in Liberia, West Africa. 
With no electricity or running water, the 
village would be considered poor by 
American standards., But Boway's family 
of rice fanners was a happy one. 

. As a child, Boway asked a lot of 
- questions, which prompted missionaries to 
teach him to read and write. \ 

By the time Boway was a teen-ager, titr 
was well versed in Bible stories and firm in 
his Christian stance. That's when he was 
asked, by Lutheran Bible Translators, to 
work for them full tifne." , 

hadn't even thought about being this, 
but I prayed about it and God spoke to me," 
Boway said in a recent phone interview 
from Fort Wayne, Ind. "There’s not a 
single moment in time that I’ve regretted it 
at nil," 

That statement may not sound 
particularly significant - but it is. 

In the midst of Boway's highly 
successful ministry in Liberia, his country 
was plunged into a long and bloody civil 
war. Townspeople went into hiding, 
foraging for wild fruit and’sccds and 
spending nights in the bush for fear of 
being killed in their sleep. All 2,000 
residents of Boway’s village fled or were 
killed. (All of their buildings were burned. 

As a Christian leader, Boway was 
marked for death by the rebels. 

Boway and one of his brothers set out in 
search of freedom. They walked three days 
and nights, 100 miles, to the Ivory Coast. 
There, crouched by the bank of the Ca valla 
River, they persuaded two boatmen to take 
them to a refugee comp.

Today, Boway’s mother and his other 
brothers and sisters are safe in a Liberian 
refugee camp. But bis fathg - is trapped in 
the capital city of Monrovia, with rebels 
controlling the countryside and preventing 
him from making contact with his family. 

Boway teamed up with Lutheran 
missionary Tom Krenzkc and is now 
studying Christian Education at Taylor 
University in Fort , Wayne. He came to this 
country in 1990 on a student' visa. 
Missionaries who had paid him for his 
translation work had put the money into 
safekeeping in the United States. 

Most days, Boway works huddled over, 
books and papers in a small room off u 
tunnel between classroom buildinsg near 
Concordiu Theological Seminary. He’s 
translating the New Testament into 
Western Krahn, one of more than 20 
languages spoken in Liberia. He lives in the 
basement of n commercial building near 
campus, exchanging rent for maintenance 
work. On "weekends and during the 
summer, he visits churches.

A deeply troubled churchgoer 
stopped Bishop Herbert Chilstrom in 
an airport recently, recognizing him 
as' -the national leader of - the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America. 

The man told his bishop he was 
upset by two issues of sexuality. 

First, he was angered by media 
reports about a church task force’s 
statement oc human sexuality. The 
22-pagc first draft, being sent to 
ELCA churches abound the country, 
defines healthy sexuality to include 
masturbation and loving commi- 
tments to include homosexuality. 

After voicing his concerns about 
how the publicity might hurt the 
church, the man revealed the other 
issue that “was causing him a lot of 
pain,” Chilstrom recalled. 

“He had just learned that his son 
was gay.” 


To Chilstrom, who presidcs'over 
5.2 million Lutherans from .a 
national office in Chicago, the 
chance encounter was a microcosm 
of his church's struggle with issues 
of human sexuality. 

The man’s first compl&int was 
part of “a tidal wave of negative 
reaction” to news stories about'thc 
statement, Chilstrom said. He 
termed it "regrettable" that the 
report was leaked before it was sent 
to church pastors and other leaders. 

He . acknowledged that many 
follow Lutherans were embarrassed 
by having their church associated 
with masturbation and homosex- 
uality in news reports. But, 
Chilstrom added, what the man at 
the airport said about his son affirms 
the need for the report. • 

“This church has chosen not to put 
its head in the sand" about sexuality 
issues, the bishop said, addings 


“This culture needs a word from 
their church about this subject.'’ 

He stressed that the first draft of 
“The Church and Human Sexuality" 
is not the church’s last or definitive 
word and as yet "has no official 
standing.” 

It will undoubtedly be revised 
before, and during, the church’s 
General Assembly meeting in 1995, 
Chilstrom said.

The bishop urged church members 
to reserve judgment on the sexuality 
statement until they have read it for 
themselves. He and tne Rev. Charles 
Miller, executive director of the 
ELCA Division for Church in 
Society, contended that media 
reports omitted the context and 
nuance of what the statement said 
about masturbation and homo- 
sexuality. . 

For example. Miller said, the oft- 
reported phrase that “masturbation is 
healthy” is part of a longer sentence.

Mormon leaders issue statement 

SALT LAKE CITY - The top leaders of the 
Mormon Church issued a rare statement affirming 
'. their position on church discipline in response to 
publicity about a spate of excommunications. 

Five intellectuals and feminists were 
excommunicated and another was disfellowshipcd 
last month. 

. TJhc statement, issued last week by the First 
• Presidency and the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
said the leaders "deeply regret the lo'ss of Church 
membership on the part of anyone. The attendant 
consequences felt over time by the individuals and 
their families arc very real.” 

However, the statement said, “We have the 
responsibility to preserve the doctrinal purity of the 
. church." 

Paul Toscano, a Salt Lakcjawycr who was among 
the five excommunicated in September, called the 
statement dishonest. 

"Once a person is targeted as a dissenter or critic 
and leaders arc fed up with the criticism, the rule is 
‘do whatever you have to do to silence the person,’ ’’ 
Toscano said, “Any stated policies arc just 
subterfuge.” 

Suspect’s mother speaks to church 

LOS ANGELES - The mother of a man acquitted 
of the most serious charges in the Reginald Denny 
beating drew cheers and “Amcns!" from a church 
congregation Sunday as she praised Jesus for sparing 
her son life imprisonment. 

"If anybody fells y^ulhat prayer doesn’t work, tell 
them to see Mama Williams,” Gcorgiana Williams 
told a dancing, chanting, gospel-singing crowd at the 
Greater Bethany Community Church in South 
Central Los Angeles.

“1 will not remain silent, invisible, unknown. The 
choice for me is not whether or not 1 am a gay man, 
but whether or not I am honest about who I am with \ 
myself and others,” Charles wrote in a letter to his 
fellow Episcopal bishops.

about his homosexuality in 1976 and the couple 
eventually separated. 

“To soy that the years since 1976 hove been 
painful is totally inadequate.

"Listen, if you want kids to stop 
popping people off in drivc-by 
shootings, tell them that life has 
value, that each individual is 
valuable. 

"Wc have not moved in any bold 
way to teach young people about 
values this country has had since its 
beginning.” 

That clarion call to restore moral 
values in this country did not come 
' from the Religious Right but from 
former Texas Rep. Barbara Jordan. 

She was in Washington. D.C., 
earlier this month, along with actor 

• Tom Scllcck, to kick off a nationul 
campaign to promote moral and 
ethical values among young people. 

If it’s correctly put together, it 
could be a needed boost for many 
who arc- confused about the 

• importance of morality, both for 
themselves and for our nation. 

The campaign is endorsed by 27 
groups - YMCA, 4-H, Little League 
Baseball and the Boys and Girls 
Clubs of America among them - 
who will work together in a 
Character Counts Coalition to train 
teachers, youth leaders and others in 
ways to cultivate ethical behavior. 

Unless you’ve been living in a 
cave, you know this effort is 
desperately needed. I went back 
.over some recent studies and 
surveys about young people and 
their values and found some 
sobering statistics: 

• 65 percent of high school 
students said they would probably
